present the argument 
against

bill while Mrs. Harriet Taylor Up- 
ton of Warren, 
president of

Ohio Woman's Suffrage Association 
and other officers of the association 
were present to defend the bill. 


The measure before the commit- 


tee for consideration was the bill of 
Representative James A. Reynolds, 
Democrat, of Cleveland. A similar

While the suffrage organizations 


have been on the ground since the 
legislature' opened advocating 
the 


extension

opposed to suffrage, headed by Mrs 
Henry Talbott of Dayton, appeared 
here yesterday and has 
been 
can- 


vassing every member of the general 
assembly asking them to defeat the 
suffrage proposals.

Scheme Would Require New 


Type of Man, Journal 
Says, and Human Nature 
Would Have to be Chang- 
ed—English Papers De- 
clare it a Splendid Policy, 
Nobly Expressed.

Paris, Jan. 
23.—'President 
Wil- 


son's address to the senate is print- 
ed in full in the most prominent 
place by all the morning papers and 
comment as a whole is sympathetic 
but skeptical. The Petit Parisian 
says: 
"It seems that President Wilson, 
is in his previous note, has mistak- 
enly placed the states attacked and 
:he aggressors on the same footing, 
when the distinction was an easy one 
which he was in, conscience bound 
to make. 
With that stipulation we 


can only subscribe to the 
formula 


which the president sets forth as a 
basis of future peace. None of his 
conceptions can offend 
us. 
They 


are ours. 
They were ours long be- 


fore 1917. 
We certainly will 
not 


oppose them. It gives us only plea- 
sure to see these plans for 
liberty 
«id justice eloquently upheld by Mr. 
AVilson. But what will Germany and 
Austria say.'' 


The Matin says: "In entire agree-

:he principles enunciated by him, we 
nevertheless shall believe, until more 
fully informed, that there is a por-

"The 
speech in form ^was

dressed to the senate but it equally 
concerns ourselves and our 
adver- 


saries in the war. 
The President 


las no intention of taking any part 
in the actual negotiations of peace 
that he leaves wholly to the bellig- 
erents. 
He simply comes forward 


now to state in unmistakable terms, 
both for his own people and for 
the other people of the world, every- 
one of whom is directly concerned, 
what kind of peace it is which he 
will consent to call upon his coun- 
trvmen to approve and sustain.'1 


"After quoting the chief points in 


the President's speech, in regard to 
the condition on which peac_e must 
be based, the Guardian continues:

"The peace.message -which sprang 


forth from the idea that the strong 
man must yield was useless. In the 
coming last fight, which will be ex- 
ceedingly hard, sanguinary and full 
of sacrifices, he will be faithful to 
our heroic sons at the front."

IN DOBRUDJA 


A new development in the Ruma- 


nian campaign was revealed in to- 
day's 
German 
official 
statement 


which reports a Bulgarian 
move- 


ment northward in Dobrudja across 
the southern estuary of the Danube. 


The crossing was 
effected 
near 


Tultcha, 38 miles southeast of Ga- 
latz, and places the Bulgarian's ap- 
parently on one of the large islands 
which stud the course of the river 
near its mouth. 
The Teutonic advance is thus car- 


ried nearer the Bessarbarian bound- 
ary, which hero is formed by the 
northern estuary of the Danube. 


It remains to be developed wheth- 


er the Bulgarian move is the prelude 
to an effort to turn the Russian left 
flank by completing the crossing of 
the stream at this far easterly point. 
In any event it gives Field Marshal 
von Mackensen a firmer hold on the 
Danube near its mouth, the only 
stretch where lie had not 
already 


complete control of the river.

The resolution cited that inasmuch 


as the president's address called for 
no official legislative action and that 
the president had invited free and 
frank 
expression 
of 
opinion 
for 


guidance m a matter involving the 
integrity of the nation and peace of 
the world, it was the duty of the 
senate to thoroughly 
consider 
the 


proposals and to advise the president 
regarding them. 


"In the present pressure of public 


business," said 
Senator Stone, 
"I 


shall have to object to setting aside 
a whole week, for that's 
what 
it 


would take, merely to hear speeches 
or opinions regarding the president's; 
address 
made yesterday. Such a 


thing is wholly out of the question 
at this time." 


Senator Cummins insisted that his 


resolution has a Tight o 
lie 
over 


for a day without reference and said 
he would object to its going to the 
committee. Senator Stone then with- 
drew his motion and the 
question 


will come up tomorrow and proba^ 
hly will precipitate general debate 
of all issues, involved.

Nevertheless, the administration is 
confident that eventually substantial 
good will come of Mr. Wilson's un- 
precedented course.

No Chance For Profit In Them Under 


Present Te«t», Grace Says—Possible 
Explanation of the Prices Made by an 
Engliih Firm Which Bids Under All 
American Manufacturers. 


Speaking recently before the Terra- 


pin Club of Philadelphia, Eugene G. 
Grace. President of the Bethlehem 
Steel Company, said hi part: 


In a peculiar sense Bethlehem Steel 


serves the American people. 


For example, though we have been 


able to obtain in Europe almost any 
price, we have adhered, in our charges 
to the United States Government, to 
the basis of prices established before 
the war began. 


We agreed—if the Government would 


abandon its plans for a Federal plant— 
to make armor for our Navy at'.any 
price the Government itself might con- 
sider fair, 


Our ordnance plants are at the dis- 


posal of the nation at a fair operating 
cost, plus a small margin, thus saving 
the Government investment and de- 
preciation. 


One of the special needs of the new 


navy is sixteen-inch guns—guns sixty 
feet long and capable of hurtling a 
2000 pound shell with such power and 
accuracy as to hit a 50 foot square tar- 
get fifteen miles away. 


We have undertaken voluntarily to 


construct, at a cost of $4.500,000, a 
plant fitted to build sixteen-inch guns. 


Under no conceivable circumstances 


can orders which we may receive for 
this plant pay even a fair return on 
the investment. 


Considerable comment has been made 


upon the fact that a British manufac- 
turer recently bid less than American 
manufacturers for sixteen and four- 
teen-inch shells for the navy. 


I am unable to state the basis upon 


which the English bid was made. It 
should be remembered, however, that 
this bid was for a specific shell, sam- 
ples of which are being sent over for 
test—a test not yet made. 


tl'wo years ago we took an order foi 


240* fourteen-inch armor-piercing shells 
at a contract price of .$768.000. to be 
delivered within a certain time or we 
had to pay a large penalty. 


The only specifications for making 


these shells are that they shall be 
of a certain size and must pierce 
armor-plate at a certain velocity ou im- 
pact. ' It is Impossible to foretell the 
exact conditions of the tests. 


We had made large quantities of shells 


in the past which had been accepted. 
But in placing this particular order the 
Department altered the angle at which 
the tested shells must -pierce armor- 
plate. The result, however, has been 
absolute inability on our part to pro- 
duce in any quantity, shells which will 
meet these novel tests. In fact, we 
know of no process of projectile-mak- 
ing through which it is possible to pro- 
duce in quantities shells which will 
conform to the requirements. 


The result is that up to now on that 


contract of $768,000. we hnve put into 
actual operating expense .$447.881-. and 
have been penalized for non-delivery 
$495.744., a total of $943,625., with no 
receipts whatever. 


Such was the experience 5n the light 


of -which we were called upon recent- 
ly to bid for sixteen-inch shells. 


"We bid on these siiells at approxi- 


mately the same rats per pound as 
that of a fourteen-incn shell contract j 
of one year ago upon vrhich the Gov- ' 
eminent awarded contracts. 


We have not the slightest idea what 


profit there will be in the making of 
these shells. 
We do not know that 


there will he any. There fc no certain- 
ty that it would be possible for us to 
deliver a shell to meet the test
